JAPAN. 
THE REVOLUTION. 

By way of San Franciso (as noticed in another column) we 
have already received news from Japan some ten days later than 
that brought by the present mail. There are, however, no facts of 
importance that are not comprised in the following summary of 
the Japan Times, which brings our dates from the new ports to 
the 20th February :— 

. We have nothing absolutely conclusive to report of the result 
of the struggle now in progress between the Mikado and the 
Southern Daimios and the ex-Shiogoon and his friends of the 


| North. What we have to state, however, ia of such a character 
J a8 to lead to the hope, if not to the belief, that the existing 
. ,| difficulties will be overcome, and peace restored to the country 


without further bloodshed. Our statement last mail that the 
Mikado had offered to accept the treaties of 1858 and, nomine 
mutato, to put himself in the place of the Shiogoon as our ally, 
is confirmed by the publication of an official notification at Kobe 
to that effect. One of our correspondents there, writing under 
date of the 16th inst., says :-—“ A notification is published to- 
day, setting forth that the Mikado has undertaken to carry out 
the treaties with foreigners in their integrity, and commanding 
Japanese subjects to abstain from lawless acts towards foreigners. 
The natives are further informed that Satsuma and Chiosiu have 

garrisoned Kobe, and are enjoined to pursue their avocations 
‘without anxiety.” The Government of Hiogo and Osaka 
is for the present vested in three commissioners, one of whom 
is Ito.” This man Ito is very well known to some of 
the members of the Foreign Legations, who have met him at 
Simonoseki and elsewhere; he is a confidential servant of 

Prince Chiosiu. In furtherance of the intentions of the Em- 

peror, Dr. Willis and Mr. Satow have been invited up to Kioto. 
The ostensible reason of the visit is that Dr. Willis should 

give his professional assistance to some wounded officers of the 

Mikado’s army, but it is believed at Kobe, and doubtless with 

good reason, that Sir Harry Parkes had a political object in view 
in sending them up. They left Kobe on the 16th Feb., and 
their visit would last, it was thought, about a fortnight. tt is 
probably preliminary to an expedition to the capital by some 

of the Ministers. 

On the 18th a representative of each of the Legations went 
up to Osaka to make preparations for the return of the Minis- 
ters to that city at an early date, their continued residence at 
Kobe being inconvenient and undesirable for many reasons 
besides those of a political pature. Thus diplomatic relations 
appear to be pretty firmly established already, or in good train 


‘towards their establishment, between the new rulers of Japan 


and ourselves. A lingering doubt of the power of the Southern 
chiefs, however, or a weak notion that it is possible to keep 
on good terms both with them and with the opposite party, 
by refusing special advantages to either, would seem to be 
indicated by the publication of a notification which, another 
correspondent tells us, has been issued (18th inst.) at Kobe. 
This is to enjoin foreigners not to sell arms or munitions of 
war to any Japanese whatever, to Government or private 
person. 

The unfortunate rupture of friendly relations with the Prince 
of Bizen, which} we mentioned in our last, has been pretty 
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well accommodated, though for some time it was feared that 
evil consequences might ensue. The Prince held a village half 
way to Osaka called Nishi-omiya, mentioned by our old cor- 
respondent Mr. Seare as the place where he used to halt to 
“renovate the tissues” when journeying.from Hiogo to Oaaka 
or back. On the 13th inst., eight days after the disturbance at 
Kobe, Bizen’s people still remaining at Nishi-omiya, the foreign 
cousuls had: to: issue notifications warning their countrymen 
against going thither; and thus the laud road to Osaka was 
completely blocked up. As this state of things manifestly 
could not be allowed to continue, Satsuma and Chiosiu ordered 
Bizen to quit his position. This at first he refused to do, but 
when he saw the others quite in earnest and prepared to force 
him out if necessary, he retired after a alight show of resist- 
ance, and went up to Kioto. 

The greatest possible care is taken by the Yedo party to 
keep their transactions secret, or to falsify events which occur. 
We have it on good authority from various sources, however, 
that the house of Iyeyas is divided ogainst itself. It is stated 
that ’Stotsbashi is truly a “man of peace.” It may be re- 
membered that his sole alleged reason for accepting the peril- 
ous office of Shiogoon was for the special object of bringing to 
a peaceful conclusion the Chiosiu war—he appears to have 
been forced into action at Osaka against his will—he fled, 
uiuch to the disgust of many of his friends and supporters, 
rather than fight against the Mikado’s sacred standard, and it 
is certain that he hes been in constant negotiation with agents 
of ‘Tosa and Geyshiu since his return to his capital. Our 
latest intelligence leads us to the belief that tha sentence of 
outiawry, originally pronounced against him, has been rescinded, 
aud that he is allowed to retire from public life by a less 
unpleasant route than the hara-kiri. This concession, it is 
snid, has been obtained from the Mikado—really from 
Chiosiu and Satsuma—by Owari and Echizen, Stotsbashi’s 
relatives. The prince of Kiishiu assumes the headship of the 
‘Tokugawa family, and Stotsbashi disappears from public life. 
Such is the programme as stated to us; its correctness we 
cannot absolutely vouch for. We can only say that we oon- 
sider it highly probable that this will be the solution of the 
existing difficulty. Some of Stotsbashi’s friends are highly 
indignant however at the suggestion, and want to fight for the 
restoration of a chicf who won't fight for himself. But this is 
a sort of enthusiam that must soon burn itself out. One of 
the Wakadoshiyort or Second Council, however, has shown he 
wa3 in earnest, by committing hara-kiri. 





YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port are brought down to the 27th 
February. The outward mail of Dec. 26 was delivered on the 
20th February. The following items of local news are from 
the Japan Times :— 

It is rumoured among the Japanese that Yedo will be opened 
to foreign trade almost immediately. We are in a position how- 
ever to contradict this. A native company has bought the Enakawa, 
a smull screw steamer of very small draught of water, for a 
ferry boat to ply between this and Yedo. She will make the 
up and down trip every day, which will be a great’ convenience. 
Our Japanese speculators, however, must strengthen their 
“line ’—for they will assuredly never be able to work it with 
only one boat. 

A meeting has taken place of subscribers to the new 
hospital. The way in which the election of Dr. de Meyer was 
secured the other day confirms us in our impression that the 
whole thing is acleverly executed job, and as a couple of Dutch 
men-of-war are expected here immediately, English subscribers 
may probably have an opportunity of seeing what we predicted 
—English patients turned out of the beds to make room for 
Dutch sailors, 

Mr. Gvodwin, the Assistant Judge of the Shanghai Court, re- 
turns by this steamer, after having decided several cases locally 
important, but of no great interest to outside readers. A great 
case is shortly coming on in the American Court to decide 
which of two vessels was in the wrong—the Herman or the 
Osaca—in a recent collision, in which tho latter was almost de- 
stroyed. The damages claimed are $85,000. 

The weather is gctting much milder, but is still a great 
deal colder than is pleasant. We look for a few weeks’ rain, 
after which the charming Japan spring will‘come to delight and 
comfort us. The health of the Settlement is moderately good. 

The appearance of the Mikado’s officers here is not expected 
immediately. Wo mentioned in our postscript last mail that 
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detachments of troops were being made against Daimios in 
the South who were friendly to the ex-Shiogoon. Hashimoto 
Shosho, one of the Sanyo or second council under the new 
system, and a special commissioner, Yanagawari, attended by a 
number of officers and a large force of picked troeps, are 
proceeding through the South, receiving the submission, or 
degrading and making inkio chiikiyo, of a number of the Fudais 
who have hitherto been so useful to the Shiogoon in those 
parts, by overlooking and holding in check the Kokushi Daimius. 
It is evident that the work must take some time, and equally 
clear that it- would be folly for the Southerners to march on 
Yedo until they had made all safe behind them. And time 
appears to be doing their work for them. Dissatisfaction and 
disaffection will probably exist for some time, but after their 
appearance among many we doubt ary resistance being made 
when the Mikado’s officers arrive. 

Great complaints, says the Gazette, are made by the Yokohama 
community about the doings, or rather want of doings, of the 
municipal director, Mr. Dohmen, a Dutch gentleman, formerly 
in the British Consular service, who draws the nice little income 
of $7,200 for his municipal services, which, it is alleged, are 
most inefficiently performed. By taking the action he has 
done (which transpired at a mecting of land renters). Mr. 
Dohmen has created a great gulf between the community and 
the governors of Kanagawa, and rendered his office an object 
of public opprobium. 

The foreign ministers are soon expected back to Yokohama, 
and the officers of the new government will probably follow in 
their train. His Excellency the French Minister left on the 
25th for Hiogo with Admiral Ohier, and the whole French 
squadron ; so that it would appear that even M. Roches is at 
last convinced that Stotsbashi has really thrown up the sponge. 
How the matter of the French contracts has been arranged has 
not transpired ; an attempt will probably be made to compel the 
Mikado to take them over. To use an expression more expres- 
sive than elegant—he will be a great fool if he does. 

The man Bryers, of H.M. 9th Regiment,j who was the unfor- 
tunate cause of the death of his comrade Gibbons, was in- 
dicted on the 17th February for wilful murder, before Mr. Good- 
win, Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court. The prisoner was 
found guilty of manslaughter, and sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment, with hard labour, ‘Ihe provocation received was 
excessive ; the deed was certainly not premeditated, and it is 
hard to believe that a man would really have the intention to 
kill another with a. penknife: so that probably, taking into 
account the reproaches of the man’s own conscience, a couple 
of years in Hong Kong jail is sufficient punishment to exact 
for the crime. 


NAGASAKI. 

The latest date from this port is March 5. The newly ac- 
quired boon of regular mail communication seems to be fully 
appreciated by the community here, and it is expected to have 
a very beneficial effect on the development of trade. The re- 
sidents, however, complain of the very short time mail steamers 
are detained there. On the last trip of the Cadiz she is 
stated to have arrived at 10 p.m., and sailed next morning at 
8, many of the inhabitants having no notice of her arrival. 
The same grievance is complained of with reference to the 
Pacific mail steamer which, having arrived at dusk, was des- 
patched at 2 a.m. A circular appears to have been issued 
about 10 P.M., warning passengers to get on board at once; 
but several of the residents did not see the circular, and had 
their correspondence shut out. 

A letter from this port says :—“ The Princes have taken the 
government of the place, and given their bond for the security 
and well-being of the foreign settlement ; and from the stringent 
manner in which they carry out their promises it seems to be 
an improvement on the old Government. The Shiogoon has 
been declared to be a rebel by the Southern powers, as having 
executed treaties with foreign Powers without the consent of 
Daimios, members of the Gorogio, and what Satsuma is now 
doing he declares to be by orders of the Mikado. We also fur- 
ther leari' that, instead of marching for Nagasaki as intended, 
he has with his armies gone on to Yedo, to fight the Govern- 
ment in their own tertitory. His forces are stated to be 
200,000 strong. We have dispensed with our nightly guard 
from the men-of-war, and the night patrol has also ccased. 

“The steamer Adeline (formerly the Confederate cruiser 
Rappahannok) is purchased by the Government, and goes up 
from this to Yedo with troops. The price I have not heard ; 

presume, however, it was not in Government bonds. Conse- 
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quent on the death of Mr. Myburgh, H.BM. Consul at Hiogo, 
Mr. Flowers, acting here, will be transferred to that port, and 
Mr, Annesley promoted to the vacant appointment.” 








CHINA.

The impression gains ground that the stoppage of the Cus- 
toms’ Bank at this port, by which foreigners lose heavily, is a 
planned thing, in revenge for the losses inflicted on natives by 
the bankruptcy of Mackellar and Gordon. An important de- 
spatch on the subject has been sent by the U.S. Consul at 
Hankow to the Viceroy, with reference to the failure of the 
Customs’ Bank. Mr. Mcdhurst, H.B.M. Consul, has addressed 
a similar letter, and the French, Russian and Portuguese Con- 
suls have also written on the subject. We extract the following 
paragraphs. 

Consulate of the United States of America, Hankow, 
February 16, 1868. 
His Excellency Li, Viceroy of Hupeh and Honan, &e., &c., &. 

Sm,—The Superintendent of Customs, Chung, met all the foreign 
consuls by appointment at the British Consulate on the 12th inst. Their 
object in inviting him to a conference was to ascertain, in the first instance, 
the conditions under which the Shan-yein-tai Bank originally received ite 
authority to collect customs’ dues on account of the Chinese Government ; 
the grounds on which the bank had been temporarily closed shortly after 
the Chinese New Year, and the actual amount of its assets and obliga- 
tions; and it was their intention, in the event of the position of the bank 
not proving so disastrous as to be beyond remedy, to propose to the Super- 
intendent of Customs new arrangements by which the bank might be per- 
mitted once more to receive customs’ dues, and renew its usual business, 
under competent supervision, so as to give it an opportunity to recover it- 
self without serious loss to foreign holders of its orders, and the derange- 
ment of public credit, which must inevitably follow upon its present pre- 
scribed condition. 

The Superintendent of Customs proved most impracticable, although 
every effort was made to obtain some information from him, and to urge 
the expediency of an amicable adjustment of the question. He declared 
that he could not tell who were the partners in the bank, what the condi- 
tions were on which it was established, what assets or liabilities it has be- 
yond his own department ; he professed his inability to procure for the 
Consuls a sight of the books or statement of the accounts, and he per- 
sistently declined to suggest or entertain any proposition whatever, with « 
view to tiding over the present difficulty. 

The Shang-yein-tai Bank was established by a former Taoutai, under 


the instructions of Viceroy Quin, at the first opening of the port, for the 


express purpose of receiving customs’ duties on foreign trade, when it was 
designated as the Government or Customs’ Bank; it has ever since been 
employed by the superintendent of customs, not only in this capacity, but 
likewise to effect and repay public loans, and to conduct various other 
monetary transactions on the part of the Government. The profits of the 
bank in the shape of meltage fees and difference in scales haa so far been 
appropriated by Government; its orders have passed current, and have 
been received and used by the authorities in preference to those of any 
other banking-house. He declared the bank unable to receive dues with- 
out the slightest warning. . 

You will please farnish the names of the partners in the bank, of their 
assets and liabilities, and, if need, all assets subject to a pro rata share. 

I have to request, with a view to the protection of the citizens of the 
United States, that I may be distinctly informed under what conditions 
the Koon Yew Bank, at present authorised to receive duties, is to be per- 
mitted to represent the Government, &c. 


SHANGHAI. 

From Shanghai we have advices to the 5th March. The 
outward mail of January 10, with the London telegrams to 
January 25, was delivered on the 29th February, From 
the North China Herald we gather the following items :— 

Messrs. Rundle and Russell, telegraphers of the East India 
Telegraph Company, quitted Chiua by the last Pacific Mail 
steamer from Hong Kong, having been recalled by that 
company on the ground that the project of connecting 
Hong Kong and Shanghai by a submarine cable had been in- 
definitely postponed, by which they probably mean abandoned. 
Dr. Macgowan, the commissioner of the company, did not 
encourage the company to undertake submarine telegraphy on 
the coast of China. Hoe held that not only would such a 
cable be exposed to peculiar peril from the innumerable 
fishing vessels that are ever dredging the coast—a peril 
which, it seems to us, might have been easily averted 
by sinking it in deep water—but that a submarine line 
is likely to be superseded as soon as land lines are con- 
structed, a work which, according to Dr. Macgowan, the Chinese 
Government proposes to undertake when, by means of their 
own scientific schools, they shall be provided with competent 
engineers. We fear this result is remote. They are disinclined 
to commit the construction of railways and telegraphs to 
foreigners, save as they do their docks, arsenals and steamers, 


as the exclusive property of the Government, In a word, they | 


aim to secure all the appliances of foreign service, without in- 
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curring any avoidable subjection to the foreigner.

The Shanghai Recorder says :—“ A strange rumour has within 
the last few days obtained currency in the settlement, to the 
effect namely that Tseng-Kwo-Fan will visit Shanghai, in order 
to settle a question which has arisen from a claim instituted by 
the French missionaries on a piece of land within the city of 
Shanghai. The ground in question is at present occupied 
by the Confucian Temple, but was, our informant tells us, 
some two hundred years ago the site of a Roman Catholic 
chapel. If this be the case, the clause in the French 
treaty which yields back all the lands formerly ceded to the 
Catholic missions will give the right to this piece; but 
it seems that the overseer of the Temple, an important class 
of men, resisted the claim, and referred the question to Peking, 
whence in return it was re-referred to Tseng-Kwo-Fan, as 
coming under his jurisdiction. If this story be true wa 
imagine that Tseng will scarcely relish the business that has 
fallen to his [lot, and which involves so much risk of on the 
one side producing hostility with France, and on the other, 
disgracing him in the eyes of the Peking authorities, should he 
make what no doubt appears to be a dangerous concession, 
The recent visit of H. E. Anson Burlinghame to the Viceroy, 
followed by the visit of Vote. Brenier and Mr. Dillon to Nankin, 
without any stated object, would appear to lend colour to tha 
rumour.” 

’ The Shanghai Recorder contains the following, with reference 
to the growth of native opiam:—“ A feature in the present 
native coast trade has been brought to our notice which is of 
no little interest to the foreign merchant—namely, the notable 
increase both as to quantity and quality of the Chinese opium 

wn in the northern provinces. We are infurmed, upon 
authority in which we have confidence, that in some parts of 
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the empire it is considered equal, if not superior, to the best 
drug from India, and it is even surmised that if the cultivation 
and manufacture continue to improve at the same pace they 
have latterly, the Chinese opium may very seriously compete 
with that imported by foreign houses,” 

We are glad to hear that the party of gentlemen who we re- 
cently noticed had started on an overland journey to Foochow 
arrived there safely on the 14th February, having met with no 
trouble or inconvenience on the way. They may be expected 
back in Shanghai by the steamer Fusiyama. 

A Tientsin correspondent, writing under date February 1st, 
mentious a report that the Mahomedan rebels have commenced 
their threatened campaign against Shanse, and captured three 
towns. Very heavy falls of snow had taken place. 

From the North news has been received which bears out the 
statements already made to the effect that the Nienfei rebels 
contemplate making a junction with the Mabometans. The in- 
telligence is to the effect that the Nienfei have penetrated to 
Kwang-ping-foo, on the borders of Chili, and that Li, the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Imperial Forces, has received orders 
to march there at once. 


“ When he (a certain General Ko, in command of thirty-four stockades) 
found out that so many of his men were running away, be ordered his column 
to march in square, and placed officers on each side of the square to watch 
the men more closely. But still they ran away. He then gave orders to 
more officers that if they saw any man running away, to behead him at 
once; and as they have carried his orders out to the point, and beheaded 
in large numbers, things are coming to a pretty pitch. I don’t blame those 
men for running away. We have got no commissariat, and the troops have 
to trust to getting provisions at whatever town they may chance to halt. 
Fancy travelling without provisions! It is most absurd! Of course the 
men being without provisions, pay, or clothing, itjis enough to make them 
ran away, or even do worse—to rebel, in fact. It is not only this general's 
column that is in this state. The remainder, five in number, now before 
the rebel lines, are as bad. But General Ko has told Lee that he 
can finish this Nienfei rebellion in three months. I have heard this 
morning that the rebels have captured said General Ko. He has been 
fighting very hard for the last fortnight, the Imperialists gaining the 
victory ; the rebels’ loss in killed and wounded being about 4,000 men, 
and this during the last fourteen days only. The rebels have got very 
much disheartened since they lost their second in command. .The Impe- 
rialists are licking them in every battle. Their second Wong was killed 
the’ third day of the eleventh month of the Chinese year. I think Lee 
will finish this rebellion.” ‘ 





FOOCHOW. 

The following interesting information concerning the Chinese 
Arsenal at Foochow appears in a local paper :—The Chinese 
Arsenal is progressing rapidly. The houses for Europeans, two 
small schools and one ship slip are already completed, the 
ground (before rice fields inundated at high water) is very nearly 
filled in, and the foundations of the workshops are completed. 
This last was an extensive operation. The ground had to 
be filled in all round five feet high, and the foundations 
of the buildings had to be secured by enormous piles 
and a thick layer of: ballast. The Arsenal was officially 
inaugurated on the 18th January last, when the keel of a 
steamer was put on the blocks and the foundation stone of the 
workshops was laid, the Imperial Commissioner deputed by the 
Peking Government to take the general direction of the arsenal 
presiding at the ceremony, and the native authorities doing their 
best to make the proceedings imposing. Troops and’ gunboats 
were posted around, with the usual firing off of muskets and 
guns, accompanied by gongs and crackers. The Commissioner 
so far:conformed to European customs as to himself lay a piece 
of the keel, and he gave the ship the name of the Wan-nien- 
Tsing (the ten thousand years’ Tsing dynasty). He then visited 
the machines which have lately arrived and were set in motion 
for his inspection. Afterwards he laid the foundation stone. 

The Chinese Manderins have great confidence in the success 
of the undertaking, and co-operate heartily with the Europeans. 
The schools, which each number thirty pupils, have already 
given satisfactory evidence of progress, and in another year and 
a half the pupils will be able to attend lessons delivered in 
French or other foreign languages. At present Mons. Giquel is 
the sole manager at the arsenal. He has with him half of the 
foreign staff (about: twenty people) ; Mr. D‘Aiguebelle is ex- 


pected to leave Europe with the other half in the course of the 
present month. ~

ford Alcock had been induced to‘consent to a postponement of 
the revision of the treaty for eighteen months. We give below 
some extracts from an article in the China Mail on this subject. 
The following items of news are from the same paper :— 

The gunboats Drake and Bouncer have been doing good ser- 
vice against the pirates. They left on the 28th February for 
Castle Peak Bay, and thence went to Deep Bay, where they 
landed a company of small-armed men and captured two junks, 
one‘of which was unusually well found in warlike stores, even 
for a Chinese pirate. The crews jumped overboard on the ap- 
proach of the gunboats. They then went on to Tye Ho Bay, 
and thence to Chung Chow, but learned nothing of importance. 
We understand that Mr. Deane, Acting Superintendent of 
Police, accompanied the expedition. 

There is, we believe, a project under consideration by the 
colonial Government, which if carried into execution would add 
very materially to the general safcty of the colony. Sometime 
since it was proposed by the directors of the Hong Kong and 
Whampoa Dock Company to establish a telegraphic wire 
between the superintendent’s office at Aberdeen and the 
secretary’s office in Victoria. A complete apparatus had 
already been ordcred and arrived per the Serica, but for 
some reasons, with the details of which we are not fully 
acquainted, the idea was abandoned, and the apparatus and 
wire (consigned to the care of Messrs. Falconer and 
Co.) remain upon their hands, The existence of this apparatus 
in the colony has been brought to the knowledge of his Excel- 
lency Sir R. MacDonnell, and a proposition has been made to 
convect by wire the police stations of the island, and thus place 
such out of the way places as Sowkewan, Aberdeen, &c., in in- 
stantaneous communication with the Central Police Station. 
The advantages of thus having the power of immediatcly placing 
every policeman in the island on the alert at the first alarm, no 


‘matter at what point that alarm may be given, are too obvious 
(to require any discussion. 
| which would be engendered by knowing that the perpetrators

of any outrage would almost inevitably be detected, and that 
cries would therefore become more and more rare, would amply 
justify the expense of placing a telegraphic apparatus. 

All Mr. Dent’s racehorses were offered for sale by public auc- 
tion on the Parade Ground, but no bids were made by the 
public, and the horses were evidently bought in, one after an- 
other, for the owner. A considerable number of persons were 
present. 

The Overland Trade Report says:—“ The new Heng Kong 
Hotel was opened on the 29th February in a highly auspicious 
manuer, the launch of the;enterprise being celebrated by a splen- 
did tiffin, to which about one hundred and fifty guests sat down, 
and at which the Governor, Lady MacDonnell, and other dis- 
tinguished persons were present. Since then the establishment 
has gradually been getting into working order, and on the 7th 
the American bar on the lower story was opened. Almost all 
the available bedroom accommodation has been taken up, and 
the large dining-room is crowded every evening. High hopes 
are naturally entertained for the future.” 

Nothing has yet been decided on regarding the Mint, but 
there is a very strong feeling against its being altogether aban- 
doned. It is suggested that if the banks decline to avail them- 
selves of the Governor's offer to take it over, a company should 
be formed to purchase and work it. 

A new local publication, illustrated with photographs and 
entitled The China Magazine, has been started. The first 
number is thus reviewed in the Daily Press :—‘ The first num- 
ber of the new China Magazine, which was published on 
Saturday, promises more than favourably for the series thus 
commenced. When the project was first announced, it was 
easy to foresee that a photographic periodical of the nature 
intended would furnish an admirable means of giving one’s 
friends at home an idea of what Hong Kong is like. Now 
that the magazine is actually in existence, this is no longer a 
matter of conjecture, Of the three photographs which it 
includes, two are distinctly of a kind which will be worth pre- 
serving as mementos of the colony, or sending home to England. 
The frontispiece is a view of the Public Gardens, Government 
House, the Cathedral, the Barracks, and that part of the town 
generally, taken from the first bridge on the path up the Peak. 
It gives a good and correct idea of the best part of Victoria. 
The other is a view of the Racecourse, taken by the instanta- 
neous process, on the third day of the races. The view is 


1 ‘apparently taken from the hills on the eastern side of the 


yalley, and includes a distant glimpse of the town and harbour, 
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Over the ridge through which the Gap-road passes. A very 
attractive list of photographs in course of being printed for 
the magazine is advertised at the end. From this we see that 
there are to be portraits of Stotsbashi and Prince Kung, 
besides all manner of views in Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao. 
In reference to the articles of the magazine, the necessity for 
lightness has been kept properly in view, and there is nothing 
heavy or dull in the whole number.” 

In our last we noticed the favourable finding of the Court of 
Inquiry held to investigate the loss of the P. and O. steamer 
Niphon, but the document itself was excluded by want of space. 
It runs as follows :— 

The loss of the Niphon was owing primarily to unusually strong in- 
draught, and inaccurate and deceptive bearings, partly owing to the wrong 
delineation of land to the westward on the chart; and, secondly, to a 
mistaken estimate of the distance of the land visible before the ship struck, 
and the existence of an uncharted reef, projecting from House-hill, the 
description of which place, in the China Pilot, as steep to, is also, therefore 
open to misconception. 

After long and careful consideration of the circumstances of the case, it 
is held that the commander of the Wiphon is exonerated from all blame 
for her loss, which was an accident incidental to the night navigation of 
this coast at this time of the year; that after the vessel struck there was no 
possibility of getting her off, or saving her from loss, and that the best’ 
means were taken for saving the lives of passengers and crew. That the 
commander was well supported by the officers of the ship in this service, 
the chief officer and carpenter remaining on board with him to the last— 
till the ship was about breaking intwo. And, that the commander was 
warranted in leaving the wreck in the steamer Fungshuey, as there was 
apparently nothing left to be saved from it with any means at his disposal. 

The Court desires, in conclusion, to express its high opinion of the 
praiseworthy conduct of Lieutenant Anson, R.N., a passenger, who at 
great personal risk made many and successful attempts to save the lives of 
the people on board. 

REMARKS APPENDED TO THE ABOVE FINDING. 

The discovery of a reef projecting eastward and south-eastward from 
House-hill (hitherto considered steep to), should lead the commanders of 
coast steamers to think less favourably of the channel between that land 
and Lamtia, for navigation in the night, than they have hitherto consi- 
dered it. 

The security of the navigation of this coast would be promoted by the 
fitting of all steamers abe in it with wheel-houses and chart-rooms, 
in the fore part of the vessel. Such conveniences would have materiall 
aided the careful system of navigation which the evidence, in this case, 
shows to have been observed on board the Niphon. 

THREATENED POSTPONEMENT OF REVISION OF THE TREATY. 

The following remarks on this subject are from the China 
Hail ;— 

The announcement that a postponement of the Revision of the Treaty 
might, so far as the Minister’s intention was concerned, be looked upon as 
certain, will probably take our readers by surprise. We must ourselves 
confess to considerable doubts as to whether the postponement will actually 
take place, as the united remonstrances of British residents in China—if 
indeed a capability for general combination towards a political end exists 
among them—are pretty sure to prevent the accomplishment of his 
design. There js, however, one uncomfortable possibility to which we 
cannot shut our eyes, and of which (having in view the recent history 
of our diplomatic relations with China) we suspect the existence, although 
with no tangible proof before us of its being a fact. This possibility is 
that the Foreign-office have lett in Sir Rutherford Alcock’s hands the 
power of postponement, if he considers it to be conducive to (not British 
but) Foreign-office interests. The eminently pacific state of matters at 
the present moment is too much in accordance with that prevailing diplo- 
matic desire not to make a stir, which is the curse of our official system in 
China, to have its continuance risked by the injudicous zeal of a merchant- 
goaded Minister. We may, however, hope, and will assume, that the idea is 
at present confined to Peking. If such be the case the mercantile public 
should lose no time in arriving at a clear understanding of what is 
officially intended. There is, we take it, a general and decided conviction 
that at all risks the numerous outstanding questions with China should be 
definitely settled, or at least negotiations to that end commenced within 
the current year; that delay will be dangerous, less from the absolute 
evil inflicted by a delay to remove disabilities touching firms and individuals 

than because it will afford a species of triumph to the astute Chinaman, 
and a pretext for assuming that the violations of treaty rights and other 
matters complained of do not press very heavily on foreign trade, if we 
can afford to let another eighteen months elapse without redress. We 
have been contented to wait till the period stipulated for a revision of the 
“commercial articles ” to obtain the more important alterations in the ex- 
isting agreement which experience has proved to be just and neces- 
sary. But if that date be once departed from, if it be held that 
the matter is ef such trifling importance that an adherence to time 
is of no matter, we must emphatically protest not only against the 
threatened delay, but unhesitatingly assert that immediate action is called 
for. The “ lambiness ” of the Minister (to coin a word for the occasion) has 
indeed become a bye-word in China, whether as regards great matters or 
small. The Minister who quietly takes asnub from a provincial viceroy, 
as did Sir R. Alcock at Shanghai, is not likely to be the most efficient re- 
presentative of the only policy which can possibly succeed with an Asiatic 
nation—rather that of aggression than of conciliation. If it be indeed 
true, as we believe, that he has been persuaded into a step so injudicious 
as a postponement of the revision, the evidence of his unfitness for the 
post of British Minister will (our theory of home inspiration aside) have 
become so overwhelming as to justify strong representations for hig 
recall on the part of the British community in China, We trust that at 
all events every effort will be made by those whe are bound to take thd 
initiative in such matters—the Chambers of Commerce—to sift the truth 
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Of the report, and, if it be founded on fact, to take immediate action. No 
ossible reasons which can be urged in favour of Sir R. Alcock’s idea can 
utweigh the undoubted evils which may result from its being carried out. 

We await with some impatience detailed news from the North upon the 

matter. 








































STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

We have advices from this port to the 18th of March. The 
London mail of Feb. 10 arrived on the 14th of March. The 
Straits Times gives the following summary of news :— 

His Excellency the Governor, accompanied by Lady Ord and 
some of his councillors, has been taking some relaxation from 
the cares of office, by a sporting trip into the wilds of Johore, 
to shoot elephants, tigers, bears, deer and other game. The 
Petho and Mohr took the party up Johore river on the 10th 
instant and returned on Monday morning. What success the 
party met with, or what fierce encounters and hair-breadth 
’scapes by flood and field, has not yet transpired. His High- 
ness the Maharajah of Johore, with whom his Excellency is on 
the best. of terms, afforded the adventurous sportsmen every 
facility in his power. 

A new postal contract, ending 31st December, 1872, for 
‘mails between Calcutta, the Burmese ports, and the Straits, has 
been concluded by the Governor-General of India with the 
British India Steam Navigation Company. There is little 
difference between it and the old contract. The Straits contri- 
bute Rs. 1,000 per month to the subsidy as before. There 
| will be a mail once every fourth week instead of every month 
as hitherto, and the speed is increased one half mile an hour. 
The Governor-General politely requested the opinion of the 
Straits Government in regard to the contract, but at the same 
‘time rather coolly intimated, that it would not signify much 
‘what that opinion might be, as the contract was already signed, 
| sealed, and delivered, and no alteration could be mado in its 
terms. 

When the Legislative Council meets a Bill will be introduced 
modifying the constitution of our municipal bodies. The 
changes are briefly to make the municipal commissioners en- 
tirely elective (excluding Government officials) under their pre- 
sent title, or as lord mayor and aldermen; to restrict their 
jurisdiction entirely to the towns—they to collect assessments 
as at present, and after appropriating the funds necessary for 
municipal purposes, to pay over the balance into the Treasury. 

An effort is being made to put some life and vigour into the 
volunteer corps of Singapore by the formation of an artillery 
branch, with what success remains to be seen. 

The Siamese war steamer Jmpregnable arrived a few days ago 
from Tongka, en route to Bangkok, having on board the Siamese 
Commiasioner, sent to quell the disturbances caused by the 
Chinese secret societies in Tongka. She takes to Bangkok the 
leaders in the commotions for trial. 

His Honour Sir P. Benson Maxwell, the Chief Justice of the 
Straits Colony, arrived from home by last mail. The Chief 
Justice’s presence is a source of great content and satisfaction 
to a good many folks in Singapore, who have imbibed great 
distrust of the despotic and taxative proclivities of Sir Harry 
Ord. 

The formation of an association to look after the interests of 
the Straits Settlements, by old Straits residents at home, ad- 
vice of which came by last mail, is viewed here with considerable 
interest and curiosity. : 

The Petho started suddenly off for Penang on the 4th March, 
in the afternoon, without word or warning to our merchants, 
and without taking any mail. It is now known that she went 
with a reprieve to the Toh-Peh-Kong convicts. She stayed 
only two hours in Penang, and so neither took a mail to Penang 
nor allowed the merchants there time to make up a home mail. 
Of course a considerable deal of growling has been the result. 
It is felt that there was no occasion for the hot haste to Penang, 
as the convicts were not to have been exccuted till the 16th, 
and as the P. andO. steamers do not vow call at Penang, some 
time might have been given to the benighted islanders to make 
“up their home letters.

Commercial Report. 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Yoxonama.—Cotton Yarn: Sales of 16—24s. and 28—82s. had becn 
made at $465 and $55 respectively. The market had, however, since de- 
clined, and prices were almost nominal. No inquiries for 33—42s. Grey 
Shirtings: Good Eagle Chops 8lbs. 4—6 had been taken to some extent 
at $3.10 to 3.20 Buyers appeared, bowever, to have supplied their imme- 
diate wants and the demand had weakened. Black Velvets continued 
fairly saleable at quotations. All other cotton goods were nominal, with 
scarcely any inquiry. Woollens continued generally neglected, and the 
prices of most descriptions must be quoted nominally lower. SS Camlets: 
Scarlet were quoted $19 to 20, and Black $16 to 16.50. Blankets con- 
tinued in demand. Metals were dull, except Lead, for which there was some 
inquiry. 

SHancuat —Grey Shirtings: There had beon rather less inquiry, and 
prices had not been so well maintained. This was partly owing to the 
arrival from London of the Taitsing with a fair supply of goods, and 
partly to the absence of demand among the Northern dealers. 841ba. 
Cloth was quoted at 2.17 to 2.20 taels per piece—prices at which neither 
sellers nor buyers could agree to operate largely. 7lbs. Cloth had been in 
fair request at slightly higher prices, sales having been effected at 1.87¢to 
1.89 taels per piece for ordinary makes. Sales of all weights of Grey 
Shirtings, since the departure of the last English mail, may be estimated 
tt 125,000 pieces, exclusive of those placed to arrive. T-Cloths: Finest 
goods were much wanted, and the prices offered for this class show a 
marked contrast to the current rates for commoner descriptions. Heavy 
Cloth continued in request at improved figures. White Shirtings were 
asked for at low rates, and moderate sales were reported at quotations. 
Woollens.—Camlets had slightly improved in value, but the demand was 
not extensive. Long Ells: Spanish Stripes and Lastings continued very 
dull of sale, Metals.—Iron: This market remained without change; 
there had been nothing doing. The Taitsing brought about 50 tons Rod 
and 28 tons Bar. Lead: In good demand; W. B., tls. 5.90. Coals : Market 
without change. Cardiff nominally 11 tls.; English, 10 tla. ; Anthracite, 
tls., 13.50 ; for Australian, which is becoming scarce, advanced rates were 
demanded: Japan, 7 tls.; Formosa, 6 to 7 tls.—sales of the latter from ship's 
side, the cargo being Keelung lump coal. Quotations (duty paid in Shanghai 
sycee) were: —Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., tls. 1.8.7 to 1.9.2 per piece; gd to 
84 Ibs., 2.1.7 to 2.2; 9 to 93 lbs., 2.6 to 3. White Shirtings: 66 reed, 
2.1 to 2.1.5; 60 reed, 2.2.5 to2.3; 64 reed, 2.3.5 to 2.4. 


Haxkow.—The demand for manufactured goods had been checked by 


heavy arrivale causing large additions to stocks and consequent depression 
in prices. Dealers were acting with caution. 


Foocorow.—Sales were reported of 400 pieces T-Cloths (6lbs.) at $2.10, 


per piece, and of 800 pigs Lead at $8 to $8.25 per pical. 

Amoy.—A fair inquiry had existed for imports, but holders being 
anxious to realise, and forcing sales, prices had further declined. 

CaxTox.—A few trifling sales in metals only are reported during the 
fortnight, at prices showing no alteration on last quotations.

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

Yoxouama.—A moderate amount of business had been done. The 
demand continued good, and the merchants show anxiety to clear their 
stocks, anticipating that the war commenced in the South may be carried 
to this neighbourhood. Prices were without change, but remained firm. 
Arrivals during the first part of the fortnight were heavy, but only about 
350 piculs having come forward since stocks were not so much increased, 
and were estimated to be about 2,300 piculs. Settlements principally for 
the California market are computed to be 900 piculs. The quotations 
were :—common, $17 per picul; good common, $18 to 22; medium, $22 
to 25; good medium, $25 to 28; fine, $29 to 81; finest, $32 to 35; 
choice, $36 to 44. 

Snancnar.—Black: Shortly after the departure of last mail rather large 
transactions were reported in Hankow descriptions at an advance on pre- 
vious rates. Later on a quiet and restricted business was transacted, 
principally in common to medium kinds of Ningchow, of which the stock 
mainly consists, at prices similar to those which existed a fortnight pre- 
viously. The market closes quiet, with an easier tendency, occasioned ina 
measure by the disinclination of people to operate with the uncertainty of 
any vessel (other than those already on the berth having their cargoes 
nearly completed) obtaining despatch this season. The advance in 
Oopack teas must be taken as fully two taels per picul. Settlements for 
the fortnight, 9,350 chests; reshipments on owners’ account, 350; stock, 
9,700. Quotations, duty paid, exchange for credits, at 5s. 93d. per tael, 
and freight at £3 per ton; Hohow, Shanghai-packed low, 11}d.; Oonam, 
common to fair, 1s.

to 1s. 24d.; Oopack, common to fair, 1s. 1d. to 1s. 4d. Green: An an- 
important business had been transacted on American account at prices a 
shade easier. Supplies had come forward sparingly, and the stock was 
rather reduced. The following purchases had been made: Moyaune, taels 
88 to 45; Shanghai-packed, taels 32. A few thousand packages were ex- 
pected to complete the season's yield. One vessel remained on the berth 
for New York. Settlements for the fortnight, 3,900 half-chests; reship- 
ments on owners’ account, 300 ; stock, 4,200, 

Hankow.—The tea season at this port has been closed at an earlier 
date than usual. 

‘Kiuxrana.—Black: 800 chests common Hohow at the equivalent of 
Shanghai 16.7.5 taels was the only settlement, 600 chests having passed 
through on their way to this port. Green: 800 half-chests had arrivec, 
and were awaiting transshipment,no business having been done on the 
spot. 

Foocnow.—The only business had been the settlement of a few hundred 
packages of Oolong on ‘native account. The one vessel on the berth for 
Australia had sailed, as had the two for London—these without being 
able to complete their cargoes—and the season at this port is at an end. 

Amoy.—There had been no settlements, but the market was cleared, the 
stock on offer at date of last report having been forwarded to Hong Kong 
for shipment to New York on native account. 

Caxton.—Owing to the lightness of stocks of all descriptions and their 
generally undesirable quality, business during the fortnight hal been of 
trifling extent, and there was nothing whatever of interest to note. Settle- 
ments for the interval are reported as follows:—Canton Congou, 600 
boxes at 18 to 19 taels; Scented Orange Pekoe, 2,100 boxes at 14.5 to 
22 taels; Scented Caper, 2,700 boxes at 12 to 20 taels; Gunpowder, 600 
boxes at 23 taels. 

SILK. 

Yorouama.—The eager demand for fine silk had caused prices for the 
best sorts to rale firm at last quotations, and it is only on some common 
grades that there was any weakness.

DANGERS OF THE CHINA COAST. 

Trere is still work for our surveying ships to do on the 
China coast. Much has been done of late years towards per- 
fecting our knowledge of the Japan islands and the more remote 
parts of the China Sea ; but the surveys of the coast of China 
itself, at least that part of it north of Hong Kong, seem to have 
been regarded as quite complete, and to all intents and pur- 
poses, perfect. The loss of the Viphon shows that this is not 
the case. The “inner passage” habitually used by steamers 
going from Hong Kong to Amoy in the north-east monsoon has, 
it seema, always contained a hidden danger in the shape of an 
uncharted reef, whose surroundings, moreover, are misdescribed 
in the “China Pilot,” on which coast navigators place so 
much reliance. This reef has hitherto escaped notice by 
captains of merchant vessels, owing to their custom of 
keeping more in mid-channel, a course from which the Ni- 
phon was diverted by an unusually strong indraught ; but how 
has it come to be overlooked by the surveying-ships? The 
sooner this passage—evidently a useful one—is visited by the 
Rifleman or the Sylvia (both of which vessels we observe are 
on surveying duty in those waters) the better; and there are, 
doubtless, many other parts of the coast, slightly out of the 
usual course of vessels, but likely to prove dangerous under ex- 
ceptional circumstances, that would be the better for a careful 
examination. While on the subject we may observe that the 
finding of the naval Court is, as regards Captain Praxs, not 
only an acquittal, but an honourable one. Probably from a 
feeling of compassion, shipmasters are sometimes let off easily 
and allowed to escape with their certificates, when far from 
blameless, although perhaps not guilty of culpable neglect ; 
but the present is no such case. The finding of the Court 
enumerates three causes, any one of which would have sufficed 
to exonerate Captain Peake, namely, a wrong delineation of land 
on the chart, a reef not laid down in it at all, and an error in 
the “China Pilot ;” and it concludes with a commendation of the 
“careful system of navigation” proved to have been observed 
by him. The loss to the P. and O. Company is a heavy one, 
but their fleet is stronger nowthan ever, and the Ntpkon will 
soon be replaced.

At each port we are compelled to deal with the de facto 
Government, so that a foreign representative is under the 
awkward necessity of recognising two Governments in the same 
country, and under the same Treaty! Of course no one can 
blame Sir Rurwerrorp ALcock and his colleagues for the strictly 
neutral course they have adopted. They have done precisely 
what they should have done, namely, nothing at all. It would 
have been preposterous to side actively with either party, though 
there can be little doubt as to which deserves our true sym- 
pathy. SrorspasHt is certainly an able and intelligent man, and 
to all appearance well disposed towards us, but even should 


‘he succeed in reinstating himself in the office of Shiogoon, either 


by cunning or by force of arms, he will still be an usurper. 
Trade is of course our primary object ; still, whatever commer- 
cial facilities he might have been inclined to afford us at his 
own ports, we should never rest satisfied to be restricted to 
them alone. But probably we shall not be placed in this 
position. The latest telegrams tell us that there existed every 
prospect of a peaceful abandonment of SrorspasHt’s claims, and 
the formation of a stable Government, and such a termination 
of this distressing imbroglio cannot be deemed otherwise than 
favourable. In this new Government the great Souther 


‘Daimios must neeessarily have no inconsiderable share, and if 


matters are well managed, we shall eventually obtain at their 
hpnds far more liberal treatment than the narrow, cramped 
pplicy of the Shiogoons would ever have permitted.

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THE RED SEA TELEGRAPH ROUTE. 

In the article on Telegraphic Communication in our last issue 
we omitted to notice a letter that recently appeared in The 
Times under the signature “ Zayprus,” embodying a needless 
attempt to throw cold water on the aspirations of those who 
assisted at the meeting lately held at the Mansion-house. 
ZayPrus says :— 

The representatives of the interests of the East were singularly silent as 
to one great difficulty in the way of telegraphic communication with India 
which meets us at the very threshold. There was much complaint as to 
the delays caused by the negligence of Turks, Arabs, and other foreign 
barbarians, and Government was urged to lend its help towards remedying 
these evils by the construction of a new cable down the Red Sea to Aden, 
and thence to Bombay; but, curious to relate, not one of the speakers 
cared to inform the meeting in what manner, and by what route, they 
mean to get from England to Egypt. It is a notorious and irksome fact 
that our telegraphic communication with Alexandria is of the most uncer- 
tain and disappointing character possible, that the present Malta cable, 
which by a circuitous route of 1,600 miles is supposed to keep up this 
communication, is every now and then out of order, owing to its faulty 
construction, and that just now it has ceased to work for many weeks past. 
Repairs are constantly going on at an expenditure of nearly £20,000 per 
annum, but nothing that man can do will ever put to rights this unfor- 
tanate and most important link in the chain of telegraphic connection 
with the East. We tinker at it and tinker, and when one mile is patched: 
up, another will go to pieces, and ever and anon Egypt is beyond our reach. 
It appears perfectly plain, therefore, that gentlemen who hint that Govern- 
ment ought to enter into partnership with them to establish telegraphic 
lines between Egypt and India ought to set out by stating how they mean 
to reach Egypt, as surely they cannot intend to raise a splendid super- 
structure on a rotten foundation. 

This sounds very plausible, and is calculated to impress an 
wnthinking reader with the idéa that a serious and almost in- 
superable difficulty has been overlooked by everybody—except 
cyrtos. Such, however, is not the case. Mayprus is 
evidently ignorant of the fact that the plan of the ANaLo-INDIAN 
Company includes two distinct routes to Egypt. Besides leasing. 
the present Malta and Alexandria cable, they intend to provide, 
an alternative line from Sicily to Tripoli, or some other point ; 
on the African coast, and thence to Alexandria. It is most. 
unlikely that both these cables will be out of working order. at 
the same time. The present cable is certainly in a deplorablg 
state, but then it was laid yeara ago, when submarine tele- 
graphy was in its infancy. The steamer Hawk has been occu- 
pied some two months in futile attempts to restore it to work- 
ing order ; it has been repaired in a dozen places, no less than 
five fractures being found within one mile. ll these were in 
shallow places ; and the only remedy seems to be the imme- 
diate laying of another cable in deep water. So much the 
better for the new company. Such a cable, constructed and 
laid at the present time, will remain in an effective condition 
for many years. The proceedings at a recent meeting of the 
TELEGRAPH CONSTRUCTION AND NANCE CoMPaNy throw 
some further light on this subject.“ The report presented con- 
tained the following :— : 

Duting the past year the directors have spared neither time nor Iabour in 
endeavouring to extend eastward, between Europe and India via Malta and 
the Red Sea, a system of submarine telegraphy which would afford to our 
commercial community the same perfect means of telegraphic intercom- 
munication as that effected by this company between Europe and America. 
Owing, however, to the great financial and commercial depression, not 
only in this country, but abroad, the appeal to the public for support was 
inadequately responded to; although the profits of the proposed lines 
‘would most certainly far exceed those from the Atlantic Cables. Every 
day’s experience tends to prove to your directors the certainty of the Red 
Sea Telegraph route being speedily reverted to, and, in the meantime, they 
have taken steps to consolidate and improve the company’s very valuable 
property in Italy, the Mediterranean, and Egypt. With this object, in 
order to obviate the delays arising on telegrams passing through con-\ 
tinental countries, the company are erecting a land line connecting Susa 
in Italy with Modica in Sicily, which will greatly facilitate the trans- 
mission of despatches over the Malta and Alexandria Telegraph, and 
secure traffic for that line which now goes by other routes. This line, it 
is hoped, will be opened in June next. 

The Chairman (Sir Dante, Goocs), in a very able speech, 
gave some more detailed information regarding the proposed 
undertaking. Hesaid:— ~- < : 

We have endeavoured to get a company formed for the'purpose of es~ 
tablishing a direct telegraph communication with India. The length of 
such cables would be about 3,000 miles if we took the distance from Suex 
down the Red Sea, calling at Aden, and then crossing the Arabian Sea. 
A company was formed and a certain amount of capital subscribed ; about 
£800,000 or £400,000 was obtained, but through the panic we were unable 
to complete the fall subscription of one million, which was the amount 
required, and it was considered better by those connected with the com- 
pany to return the subscriptions, still keeping the company together, im; 
hopes of better times being in store. I believe better times are coming, 
now the Abyssinian war has forced on the Government of England the 
necessity for direct communication between England and India, and 
think we may now hope that the Government will themselves stir in’ 
matter. We have every reason to think that the work will be done, Zhk 
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Government did at our request send a vessel to survey the route of the 
line between Aden and Bombay. It has just been completed, and as far 
as the survey is concerned it discloses to us that the soundings are of a 
most satisfactory character; there are soundings of about 2,000 fathoms. 
which are quite within our power of dealing with. The lines unfortunately 
have not been laid in very favourable positions, for they are too near the 
coast, and consequently subject to fracture; but a company of capitalists 
are now desirous of Jayingenew and extended lines between Italy and 
Alexandria, and if possible combine these existing lines with new routes 
#0 as to cover the Mediterranean by a system of cables which will be 
under one management and be perfect in its character. 


It thus becomes evident that at no distant date there will be 
an efficient land line via Susa to Modica, and an improved sys- 
tem of Mediterranean cables, giving at least two independent 
routes to Alexandria. It is equally clear, from the result of the 
Hydra’s survey, that the laying of a cable from Aden to Bom- 
bay will be an easy matter. To complete the chain thus far, 
then, the only link presenting any serious difficulty is that of 
the Red Sea. Sir Danren ,Goocn confidently alludes to the 
certainty of the Red Sea route being speedily reverted to, but 
says nothing further regarding the submersion of a new cable 
in its bed. Doubtless, with the experience gained since the 
first attempt, a new cable would be far more durable than the 
old one proved. But—and we will conclude our remarks with 
this suggestion—why not carry a land line down the Abyssinian 
coast, and cross the Red Sea at its mouth, to Aden? It is ad- 
mitted on all hands that land lines are cheaper, both to con- 
struct and to maintain, than submarine ones. The nature of the 
country offers no greater obstacles than have been overcome 
elsewhere. The only difficulty arises from the lawless habits 
of the Arabs, but this could surely be overcome by buying 
their adhesion. Subsidise the chiefs of those tribes that com- 
mand the coast ; pay them a stipulated sum, monthly, as long 
as the line remuined unmolested and in good order ; and stop 


-it the moment anything goes wrong. They are a wild people, 


certainly, but fond of money, and a very small sum would suffice 
to secure their co-operation —a less sum, we will venture to 
say, than would be annually expended. in maintaining the 
efficiency of a cable laid among the rocks and coral reefs of the 


‘Red Sea. Whether this suggestion be of any value or not, 


there is at least good reason to hope for the speedy completion 
of an efficient line of telegraph to Bombay ; let us hope that it 
will be extended to China at no very distant date. 


Tuene exists in London a body styled “The London Free 
“and Open Church Association,” which has for its avowed ob- 
ject the abolition of the pew system in the metropolis, in 
favour of entirely free sittings. A paragraph that has lately 
gone the round of the morning papers seems to indicate that 
the members of this association are anxious to extend the 
sphere of their labours to China; for it is said, that having 
discovered that a new Protestant Church is being built in 
Shanghai, they have determined to make an effort to have it 
declared “free and unappropriated.” The interference of the 
association is doubtless very well meant, but it had much 
better mind its own business. 





Tue Rev. Walter Chambers, Senior Missionary at Borneo, 
has been nominated to the Bishopric of Labuan, vacant by the 
resignation of the Right Rev. Dr. M’Dougall. The Bishopric is 
worth £360 a year from the Colonial Bishoprics’ Fund, and 
£300 a year for missionary work from the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel. Mr. Chambers was first engaged 
in Borneo in 1851 as a missionary to the Sea Dyaks on the 
Banting-Lupar and its branches, and has since acted for some 
time as commissary and examining chaplain to Bishop 
M’Dougall. 


Tae Pacific Mail Co.’s steamer China reached San Francisco 
on the 3lst ultimo, with advices from Shanghai to Feb. 27, and 
Yokohama to March 8, thus placing us in possession of twenty- 
three days’ later news from Japan than that brought by the last 
mail. The China is said to have been detained at Yokohama 
four days on account of severe weather. She had eighty pas- 
sengers and 17,000 packages of merchandise. Among the 
former were Mr. BuruiNcHaMe and the other members of the 
Chinese Embassy. 





Tux estimates now before the House of Commons propose 
several votes for embassy and consular buildings abroad. They 
include a second sum of £40,000 towards £179,382 for consu- 
lar buildings in China, and £15,000 for consular buildings in 
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attendance and all the cheering were reserved for the period when Mr. 
Adderley on the one side of the House, and Mr. Cardwell on the other, 
attempted to show that the whole question at issue resolved itself into— 
first, an attempt on the part of the inhabitants of Ceylon in general to foist 
pecuniary burdens on to the shoulders of the British taxpayers, which 
ought to be borne by the Ceylonese; and, secondly, an attempt by a small 
but powerful minority of British planters to override for their own se 
purposes the interests of the native inhabitants, and the authority of the 
Government, local and imperial. 

Mr. Ferauson then goes on to show how entirely unfounded 
these charges are; how Ceylon does what no other colony 
does, by paying the whole cost of the military deemed neces- 
sary for her defence in time of peace, and how, in less than a 
generation British enterprise and British capital have raised 
Ceylon from the position of an often disturbed and very ex- 
pensive military post to that of the third coffee-producing 
country in the world—Brazil and Java only standing before 
her. He next adverts to the Ceylon League, and rebuts the 
injurious charges brought against that body, especially that of 
hostility to native interests. Then we come to the Legislative 


Council: — 

The resignation of the unofficial members of the Legislative Council 
has been most unjustly construed into the evidence of a determination on 
the part of the people in Ceylon to refuse to bear the military expenditure 
justly due from them. How such a charge could be preferred in the face 
of several passages in the published letter of resignation it is difficult to 
conceive. For instance :—* We, as members of the Legislative Council, 
have ever expressed our sincere and earnest desire to meet the question 
(military expenditure) in a fair and liberal spirit, and to contribute cheer- 
fully whatever amount should, on a full and fair inquiry by the Council, 
be considered due by the colony.” The Secretary of State (Mr. Card- 
well) sent out a despatch directing the Governor to pass through Council

THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

WE are giad to observe that the Italian Government has come 
to an understanding with the administration of the railway 
companies to allow the travellers entering Italy at Susa, and 
leaving it at Ancona or Brindisi, to have their luggage exempted 
from any examination by the Custom houses, either on coming 
in or going out. The main object of this measure is to avoid 
any stoppage or delay to travellers on their way to India and 
the East, who may wish to embark at Brindisi in preference to 
Marseilles. A proposal is made to prepare a summary of news 
on board the steamers from Alexandria to Brindisi, and tele- 
graph it immediately on tho arrival at the latter port, and thus 
anticipate by several hours the telegrams sent via Marseilles. 
It will be necessary, however, to accelerate the Mediterranean 
voyages very considerably. Mr. Carnegie has written a letter 
to The Times pointing out the possibility of making use of the 
Susa and Brindisi route independently of any delay in France. 
He says :— 

“T wish to point out the fact that the Brindisi route to India 
is easier than is generally maperees and that we are independent 
of France in the matter. ‘The route to Brindisi through France 
has the fatal objection of a mountain carriage journey of some 
twelve hours between St. Michel and Susa, besides the obstructions 
thrown in the way of this route by the French authorities to compel 
us to continue to use Marseilles as the starting port for our steam 

ackets for Alexandria. Now, from Calais or Ostend there exists un- 
nterrupted and direct railway communication to Bologna, an im- 
ortant junction on the railway between Susa and Brindisi, where the 
iddle and Eastern European meets that of the West, bound to the 
last-mentioned place en route for the Far East. The route is via 
Cologne, Munich, Inngpruck, and Verona to Bologna, and the time for 
our daily mail from London for Manich is thirty-six hours, and from 
Manich to Bologna twenty hours, in all oy Aig hours, precisely the 
same time as is required via France, besides avoiding a mountain 
journey, and for mails a delay of twelve hours in Paris. I would add 
that, with the completion of the various link lines now under con- 
atraction in Germany, the time to Munich will be reduced eight hours, 
and from there to Bologna the express trains to be soon commenced 
on the Brenner line will do the journey in about fourteen hours, thus 





CEYLON AFFAIRS. 

_ In the Daily News of the 11th inst. there appeared a letter 
on the affairs of Ceylon, signed by Mr. Ferauson of the Ceylon 
Observer, which is 80 full of good sense, and so interesting more- 
over to the inhabitants of all colonies governed by sham Legis- 
lative Councils, that we regret our space does not admit of its 
being reprinted in these columns. The letter fills more than 
two columns of the Daily Vews, but what Mr. Fercusow had to 
say could hardly have been said in less. He commences by 
remarking on the apathy displayed on the occasion of the recent’ 
debate in the House of Commons ; and, indeed, on all occasions 
when colonial affairs are under discussion. We ourselves have‘ 
too often had occasion to make similar observations :— 


When Mr. Gorst rose to put the question regarding Ceylon, of which 
he had given notice, the benches on both sides rapidly emptied, until 1 
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yet from birth, knowledge of the vernaculars, and constant association 
with the people, eminently fitted to be the exponents of native sentiment, 
and the representatives of native interests. I should feel, therefore, that 
no injustice, but the reverse, would be done to the numerically great 
native races were the Burghers asked to submit the names of two of their 
body for the governor’s approval as members of the council. Both 
would probably be lawyers. In selecting two Singhalese members an 
effort should be made to give a representative to the Kandyans, as well as 
to the maritime section of the race. From amongst the Tamils, the second 
native race in Ceylon, one member might be chosen, as at present. 

Such a council as this, Mr. Ferauson justly observes, would 
strengthen the hands of an able and sagacious ruler, while it 
would constitute a wholesome check on a governor whose wis- 
dom and experience might be inferior to his ability and energy. 
No really conscientious governor would object to a council 
which, without overriding his authority, would keep him well 
informed as to the state of pablic feeling, and share with him 
the responsibility, though not the ordinary rewards of a govern- 
ment well administered. Unfortunately the present is by no 
means a favourable period for the discussion of such a question 
as this, and the well-wishers of both Ceylon and Hong Kong 
will probably have to erercise some little patience before they 
get a chance of a fair hearing in Parliament.

! The prospectus of the Indo-European Telegraph Company, to 
which we have so frequently referred, has just been issued, and 
the undertaking is shown to be supported by eminently prac- 
tical men. The share capital is placed at £450,000, in 18,000 
- shares of £25 each, of which only 17,000 shares will now be 
issued. The deposit on application is £1 per share; and the 
payment on allotment will be £4 per share ; calls of £5 on 
each share being made at intervals of not less than two months. 
The objects of the enterprise have been already sufficiently ex- 
plained in our columns. The proposed new route will also con- 
nect Europe with Asia, and will pass from London through the 
North Sea, Prussia, Southern Russia, and Persia, and thence Wy 
the lines of the Indian Government to India. Exclusive con- 
cessionus have already been granted for this purpose by the 
Prussian, Russian, and Persian Governments to Messrs. Siemens 
Brothers, and an agreement has been concluded by the conces- 
sionaires with Reuter’s Telegram Company and the International 
Telegraph Company for the exclusive use of one wire, and when 
necessary two wires between London and Norderney. By this 
arrangement the valuable co-operation of the latter company 
has been secured for the collection.and distribution of Indian 
and other messages. The bona fide character of the project is, 
as we have already said, beyond all doubt. Half the capital is 
already subscribed, and the line is to be completed within the 
year 1869. 

The annual report of the Oriental Bank Corporation 
was adopted at their meeting held on the 16th inst. The 
net profit for the year, after providing for all bad and doubtful 
debts, is £175,539, which, with the addition of £13,687 from 
the last account, gives an aggregate of £189,226 for distribu- 
tion. An interim dividend of £90,000 was paid in November 
last, and it is now proposed to distribute a like amount, both 
free of income-tax. This will make 12 per cent. for the year, 
and leave £9,226 to be carried forward. 

In another part of our paper will be found the balance-sheet 
of the Bank of Rotterdam, which was passed at the meeting 
noticed in our last. 

Biddings for £350,000 in bills on Calcutta and Madras 
were held at the Bank of England on the 15th. The amounts 
allotted were—to Calcutta £319,400, and to Madras £30,600. 
The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 11gd. on both 
Presidencies, and tenders at that rate will receive about 23 per 
cent. Those above will be allotted in full. No tenders on 
Bombay were invited. These results show a further reaction 
in the demand for means of remittance to the East, the price 
obtained being about 1 per cent. below that on the last occasion. 

Much indignation has been excited by the announcement that 
of the bills of India offered on the 1st instant, about £130,000 
was tendered for at high rates by some speculators, who, finding 
the market going against them, failed to fulfil their bargain. 
Strange to say, the names of the defaulters have not been pub- 
lished, and there is a strong feeling that concealment in such a 
case is most unjustifiable. So glaring a case of bad faith can- 
not be too strongly condemned, and those implicated should 
held up to publis reprobation. q 
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Owing to the intervention of the Easter holidays, there has been but 
little bonnes doing during the past week; but the sales that have been 
made maintain the advance quoted in our last, and importers are firm 
holders. Messrs. W. J. and H. Thompson's circular {s as follows :— 
Foochow Congous: In siftings and broken leaf there have been a few 
transactions at higher prices. Some parcels of common to fair quality out 
of recent arrivals are offering from Is. 3d. to 1s. 44d. Medium kinds are 
firmly held for an advance. 1n good and fine, no business. Black L 
Congous: In dust and siftings no sales reported ; common has been sold at 
Is. Sd. per Ib., and there is very little now offering at that price. There is 
still inquiry for the better sorts from Is. 4d. to Is. 6d. per lb., without, 
however, resulting in much business, owing to holders requiring advances 
for these grades; good and fine are firm at former quotations. In Sou- 
chongs and Oolongs there is nothing doing. Scented Teas: Foochows 
are firm at previous rates, and Canton kinds, ex Southern Cross, are 
selling freely. In Green Teas there is no new feature, invoices out of 
recent arrivals not having been yet put on the market. There will pro- 
bably be a small China sale held on the 2Ist inst., but as yet there are no 
catalogues issued. The United Kingdom stock was, on the Slst ult. 
estimated at 88,000,000 Ibs. against 99,500,000 lbs. in 1867. 

S11x.—The market has been fairly active since our last report, and 
prices have slightly stiffened during the last two days, particularly for 
good No. 4 Tsatlees and low Taysaams, the latter of which seem at last 
to be coming into demand. Deliveries of silk generally continue good, 
and render the position of the market very satisfactory. Clearances from 
1st to 16th inst. were:—China, 1,454; Canton, 246; Japan, 823; 
Bengal, 296; total, 2,313 bales.
